Pariſmus 
comelp pꝛopoztion made him well liked of all of them, who (@- 
med to them to be a man of great account by his Apparrel; and 
in ti ne they thought he might do them manz pleaſures: there- 
koze they commanded this Mirgin ta uſe all her t kill a endeavour 
ts cure his Mounds: who within two days by her diligent care 
pad bzought him to bis ſenfes, and he began to ſpeak to them, 
which re them to hear. He being thus recovered, wondzed 
into what Place he was baought, becauſe it was dark, and ina 
Cave, having in bis pꝛeſence a company ot rude and ſhaghair'd 
fellows, be was halt perf waded he was metamozpboſtd; but re- 
taining his manly courage, be boldly demanded of them how he 
came into that place, and what ther were that had thus paeler- 
ved his life. At laſt he that had bzought him thither told him,

The Ring of Perſia calling bis Contributaries tcgetþer, by 
the advice of all concluded to ſend into Perſia foʒ moze Foaceszas 
allo to requeſt divers of bis Alliance to aid him in revenge of tbe 
imurtous waongs be alledged that he and his Son Sicarus had, 
ſuſtained at Dionyfius hands. 

This Me age was ſo ſecretly and ſpædily diſpatched,that the 
Theſſalians had no knowledge thereof; by which means they con⸗ 
tinued in great ſecurity and jop foz the great Uicrory they, with 
the aid of the Black Knight, bad sbtained againſt the Perſians; 
yea, ſo ſecure would they have ben, (had not rhe remembzance. 
of Pariſmus death ſomewhat cal med their excæ ding jop) that the 
Perſians might many times have ſurpʒiſed them: but the Black 
Knight was ſuch a lett to them, that they could attempt nothing 
agaimſt the Theſſalians, but he would by fome means 08 other dif=/ * 
cover their intent. | 

Many daps continued the perſians befoze the Walls of the 
Citp of Thebes, never giving any aſſault, noʒ once coming fozth- 
of their Trenches ; which cauſed the Theſſalians to count then 
balf vanquiſhed.

and unconquered Chivalry : but moſt of all they wondzed at his 
ſirangenefs to be known; and the rather, foꝛ that none could learn 
where he made his abode, nen that it could not be far from 
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be Pecan Peſfenger made ſuch. haſte in perfazming his 
Pelage, that in ost ſpace there were gathered together of ſe⸗ 
verall Nations another mights Army. Firſt came the Ring of 
Nuolia, being n:arly allied ta the Perſian, with a great Arm 
of Natolians; the Ring of Libya with thirty thauſand Liby aus, 
and the King of Lycia with fozty thouſand men at arins, and or 
Phrygia twenty thouſand 3. and to repair the decayed Camp of 
the Ring of Perſia came fifcy thouſand. Theſe laſt Armies ſwn 
landed in Theſſaly, and pitched their Tents on the Plains of 
" Pharſalia; of whoſe appzoacy. both the Theſſilians and Perſians 
bad knowledge to the comfozt of the one, and terrour of the 
other : by. neans whereof the Tneſſalians, that were befozeinjop 
and mirth, began to be caretuli of their eſtate, and tberefoze ſent 
twenty thouſand Pozſe men well arm W out of the City, that at 
all times they might ſuccour them with a freſh ſupply, foz that 
they knew they ſhould n#d great belp ; who being abzoad took 
ſuch an oꝛder, that the Ene mies could fcarcely find any Cattell 
oʒ other Mictuals. n | | 
Theſe new Fozces being all jopned together with the Perſians 
beſet the City a new with double Trenehes and Foztiſicationg. 
round about, ſo that there could none paſs in oz. out: which cau⸗ 
ſed Dionyſi as and the King of Bohemia. (having made ſurbep of 
their ſkoze) to conſider, that there was nat pzovigon- enough in 
the City foꝛ ſuch a number of Souldiers to laſt one Woneth,ma- 
king account that it was theit oneiy way to dztve back the Ene- 
my, rather then igno.ninioufly to abide their mercp ; and there- 
fo2s, thep determined the next dap to iſſus out upon them: which 
thep did in policpʒ not with hape to vanquitſh ſuch an Armp, but to 
let the Enemy know they were not diſcouraged: with the huge 
multitudes. Which purpoſe of theirs was kurthered by the Black 
Knight;who early that mozning had buckled on his Armour, and 
was come befoze ſhe Tents of the Perſians, and eſpying ſuch a 
mightp multitude ot new⸗come Souldiers that had joyned them 
ſelves to the Ene mp, marvelled greatly : but at laſt ba enquirp he 
knew who they were, and therekoze relolbed to uſe his wonted

- The King ok Perſia eſpying the Black Unight, made yan 
f ereo 
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tyereofuinto the Ning of Natolia, and allo of the admirable dds 
pe had perfozmed3 entring ſo far in commendationof him, that 
wwe mung ot Lycia ſtanding by, being of a pꝛoud and Þaughty diſ⸗ 
poſition, began to diſdain to hear him ſo highly commended, thin- 
king pimſeifable to conquer and opertame ang, fo2 that he wn 
eim med io be one of che beſt Ruigpts in te Meld: which dun 
male him thus repiyuntothe Bertian ning, Hhet he would ſan 
p2ove there was no Knightin Theſſaly abe to combat wih the 
King of Lycia.

The King of Lycia ſcing himſelt 
thus foiled, ſon got up and dzew his Swozd , but the Black 
Knightdisdaming to cope any moze with him whom pe had al- 
ready vanquiſhed, turned his Poꝛſe, a rode from him which ſo ve- 
red the King of Lycia, being enraged to ſeæ his own ſpame, and 
with anguifh of the bauile he received the fall, that he would 
habe murthered himſelt, dut that his Knights hindzed him.

ing anp kurther departed. 

Pollipus wondaing thereat, at laſt remembered, that when he 
was with the Perſian Ring in Bohemia, he made a covenant with 
Var iſmusznevet to combat anp that had the Device of the Bꝛanch 
If Roſes upon his Armour, which was Pariſmas Armaur;z and 
Pariſmus alſo pzomiſedhim the fame. Therefoze be thought that

Uow paſſed betwen Pariſmus and; Pollipis was grown thaough 
the excading lobe that had paſt between chem from their youth, 
being bzought up together in the Univerſity.

Pollipus, being returned, told the Rin 's of Perſia and Natolia, 
that he thought the Black Knight knew him, becauſe he refuſed 
the Contbat 3 otherwiſe he could not tell the-cauſe- Dionyſtus 
the King of Bohemia, Olivia, Laurana, and the reſt, all this 
while wondzed at the Black Knights behaviour; eſpeciallp to ſ& 
bim part ſo friendly with the Phrygian Rnight. ., _ -- .-- 
Mpyileſt they were tn this admiration, they beheld the valiant 
Zoilus ready to encounter the Black Knight, the Perſians now 
tymking to ſ& his downfall, foz that Zoilus had vowed never to 
depart untill he had deſtroy2d him, with whom the Black Knight 
met with ſuch advantage, that be ovethzew him to the ground, 
and himſelf with the fozce bzoke both his ſtirrupg. Zoilus n 
recoveredbis Pozſe, and with furious rage they both met with 
their-Swozds dz wn; betwæn whombeganamoſt terrible and 
cruel combat, that ali that beheld them were amazed e ba- 
| our, 
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lour. Jn wyich coniiict they continued the ſpace of two hours, be⸗ 
ing both grievouſly wounded, but neither of them weary oz wil. 
ling to leave off, At laſt the Black Knight ſeemed weary, and 
oneiy warded the furious blows. Zoilus gave him. Zoilus, not 
thinking that be had feigned, laid on his blows with ſuch lwift- 
neſs and fozce, that alt the whole company demed'the Black 
Knight almoſt vanquiſhed. Zoilus ſtill purſued him with eager- 
' neſs, and the Black Knight onely defended himſelf, So long did 
they continue in this manner. that Zoilus began to be wearied, 
and alſo to ſuſpect the Black Knights policy 3. therefoze ſtaping 
pis hand, he ſaid unto him, Sir Bnigbt, J give the leave to 
ask pardon foz thy life, v2 elſe be ſure befaze we part thou ſhalt 
be a dead man. : $1 by * . 
The Black Knight caſting bis eyes towards the Tower, 
where his beloved La rana ſtood beyholding the Combat, and wa- 
bing his Swozd couragiouſſy above his Head, made this reply :- 
Bo, Phrygian, ( quoth he) J ſcozn thy 'pzofer ; and thereupon 
lo freſhlp afatled him, that in ſhozt ſpace he dzove him how to 
deviſe to.ſave his own life; foz be had mangled and cut his body 
m ſo many places, that his Hoꝛʒſe was alt coloured with the bload 
that ran from his. wounds. Which cauled Zoilus to thzuſt ał the 
Black Unight.with ſuch fozce n fury, that he wounded him moſt 
grievouſily. The ſlmart of which, and withall the remembꝛante the 
Black Knight had vho beheld the combat, cauſed him with both 
bis hands to ſtrike ſo deadly a blow at Zoilus, thatlightmng-full 
on his Bever, the fozc? thereof burſt the ſame, and tut oft hlt 
right Car, and wounded hum fo ſoze on che Fate, that ht fell on 
bis Hozſe neck ſenſeleſs: and then again he ſtruck. another blow 
at him with ſuch main fozce, that had not the Phrygian's Pozſe 
ſtarted with the glimmering ſight of the Sword coming, be had 
parted his Head from his Shoulders; and bis Pozſe ran twſe a⸗ 
bout the Fields. At laſt the Phrygian recovered himſelf, und 
looking about him eſpied the Black Knight with bis Swozd'put 
up; and ſing himſelf without a weapon, with rage and fury ye

Theſe Champions were no ſoner parted, bur the Theſſalian 
Pozſemen by a privy.watch-wozd from the City, ruſhed —_ 
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iy: ypen the Perhans, who expected no ſuch-matter, and hav their 
minds ocherwile buſted; fo that befoze they could handle Arms 
ts defend themſelves, the Theſſalians had ſlain a great number of 
them. Mich the Black Rnight perceiving, (although pe was 
graue wounded) made ſuch a maſſacre amongſt ſye Enemy, 
Mat all men deemed him rather to be a Devil then a Woztal crea- 
tut: wind whom Pollipus met, but would not once offer to offend 


bim. 

Dionykus, the King of Bohemia, the King of Hungaria, the 
Pzince of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oriſtus and Ofiris, likewiſe 
ud out upon the Perfian Fozces in ſeveral Troops: which ſo 
” amazed he Natolians, Phrygian, and other Nattons of the Ar⸗ 
mp, that they marvelled from whence the Theflalians could have 
ſuch aid. But their coming amongſt them on ſuch a ſudden made 
fo cruel and mighty a ſlaughter, that by that time the day was 
ended the Theſſalians had flam above fifty thouſand Perfians : 
which cauſed them ever after that, to be moze circumſpect and 
vigilant of their ſafety. . ; 

All tbe Souldicrs being retired unto their places, the Black 
Knightlikewiſe withdzew pimſelf to the Wood, Pollipus pa- 
vim all the day ſecretly followed him, ſet Spurs to his Pozfe and 
overtook him: who eſpying him, ſtaid his coming and knowing 
him by the thee Faulcons on his Armour to be the Knight with 
whom he refaſedto combat, kindly ſaluted him, and demanded

But being come in, be fon unarmed — 
felt; and then Par iſmus knew him to be his friend, and ſanmg 
bim by the hand, led him alide, and diſcovered himſelt. Whereat 
Pollipus greatly wondzed, and with excxdmg ioy moſt lovingly 
embꝛaced him. Ad after Supper was ended, ( which was peo⸗ 
vided by the Duilaws,and cleanly dzeſt by the Wamſel) pe de- 
clared unto him the whole cixcumftance of his Tragedy: where- 
with Pollipus was ſo enraged to hrat of: Sicauus Treacherp, that 
he vowed foz ever to remain his pꝛofeſſed enemy. Thus they can- 
tiauedinthe Cave all that night, the one recounting to the other 
foze-padſed triendſhip. At laſt it was thus concluded bertolxt 
them, that Pollipus ſhould continue there; and to that end he 
pꝛouided him ather Armour ot god pʒœt, that tveredy be might 
not be known, 

It was dome thae werks ſpace befuar Pavifnus could eeco+ 
ber his wounds ; during which time the Theſſalians had receruued 
much da mage of their Ene nics, growing into fear of Famine, 
foz that their Wictuales began tu wax ſcant, and their courages 


began to abate, by reaſon thep ſaw not tha Black Anigbt rome 


into the Field, as hig uſuab manner was: therefoze- the Tom: 
manders of the Army concluded with a general confent to parle 
with the Perſian Ring, and appointed Lozd Remus tobe the 
Defſenger 3 who coming to the King of Perſia, told him That 
Dionyſius King af Theſſaly diddefire to parlep with: NG 


wham he knew not that he had any way offended:

Kingly wozd to keep Trice foz that day; appointing their aer

the Potentatesomthe Theſſalian party, allo went dazih oF thow | 
ents: ta met him. Ham 
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Man things being alleadged on both ſides, the one in accu- 
ſation of Sicanus, the other in defence of his innocency : at laſt, 
by conſent of all, a Peace was concluded foz twenty days, and 
on the twentieth dap it was concluded that the controverfie 
could be decided by Battle. And the conditions were theſe; 
That if Dionyſius could not bzing thʒeæ Rnighis to Combat thaæ 
of che Perſians, that then be ſhould acknowledge himſelf ſubject 

to the Perſian Ring, and alſo ſhould deliver to Sicanus his fair 
Daughter tobe at bis diſpoſall, and Sicanus toenjop the Czown 
er bis death: and it Dionyſius thae Knights ſhould conquer 
e Perſian Knights, then immediately the Ring of Perſia ſyould 
remove his Fozces, and Sicanus ſhould acknowledge the truth 
of the fact. Upon theſe conditions the Peace was concluded, 
and firmlp ratified by the general Daths of both the Kings. 
During the time of this Peace Pariſmus and Pollipus would u- 
ſually come abzoad both armed in white Armour, with Plumes 
of white Feathers, and white Pozſes, being gallantly atti- 
red, and behold the Perſians and Theſſalians continually everp 
day combating each other to pzove their manhood. But ſtill the 
Phrygian Zoilus and the two Perſians Brandor and Ramon did 
bear away the pꝛize, that the Theſſalians would no moze en- 
counter with them. Which dzove Dionyſus into a de p ſtudy 
what Knights to pꝛovide againſt the appointed day of combat, 
altogether deſpairing of the Black Knight, koa that be had not a 
long time ben ſen amongſt them; and alſo Oriſtus and Oſiris 
being ſo grievouſly hurt, that it was impoſſible foz them to re- 
cover thetr Pealths by the time appointed. 

Pariſmus hearing of this, told Pollipus, that i he would ac- 
company him to be one of Laurana*s Champions, he would be foz 
eber bound to requite that courtefie. Which gentle requeſt Pol- 
lipus kindly accepted. The third he had appomted was the Dut- 
law that had pzeſerved bis life; whoſe valour exceded moſt of 
2 all Theſſaly, although he had endured ſome ſecret 
diſgraces. | | 

Laurana marvelled, that during the time of theſe Wars (be 
ing fo famous that thep could not chuſe but be ſpꝛead thzougbou - 
moſt part of the Wozlid) ſhe could hear no news of —

hear him named. Withal remembzing in. what peril both her 


Father, Countrep, and per ſelf were bought by his Tprannp, 
and that this miſery, exceding all the reſt, was now faln upon 
ber, that the muſt finde Champiors to defend her ſelf, oz elſe mull 
be thzall to him, which was moze grievous unto her then ten 
thouſand deaths; the remembzance ot theſe extremities cauſes 
ber to burſt fozth in theſe -xclamations. : | 
Moſt unhappy and accurſed Wzetch that Jam! how can I 
exclaim ſufficiently againſt my own hard Deftinics, that vave 
bzought me in danger of hin whom J hate moſt of all creatures, 
whole very name is odious in mp hearing, who by his Treachery 
bath robbed nie of my hearts delight, and continuaily wozks me 
endleſs tozment ? Pad my unlucky Stars allotted me te ſom? 
untimely death, oz otherwiſe wzougyt my miſerp then J could 
have endured my Martpzdom with patience, and quietly have 
ſuffered the extreameſt calamity : but my evil Deſtiny far exce- 


deth all miſerp,and bath ſput me from all hope ofcomfozt in th s 


mp affliction, by the death of mp vertuous Lozd and dear Friend 
Pariſmus, whofe Ghoſt is buſied with Divine Contemplations, 
and not tozmented as J am with Temporal Uerations. I 
would willingly follow him unto Elyſium, there to enjop the 
ru tion of his Angelical company; but my Deſtinies have like- 
wiſe allotted me a Cowards heart, not daring to execute mp de: 
fire upon mp ſelf: mp fozward mind likewiſe diſſ wadeth mi 
by many impoſſible perſwafions, that in this extremity Jknew 
not whoſe aid to imploze. My Pariſmus is dead, my Fathers 
Knights mangled foz my ſake, and all things ſo contrary to good 
ſucceſs, that unleſg I be delivered from this Tyꝛant Sicanus by

The Damſei being inftructed by Pariſmus whathhe ſhould do, 
made all haſte unto the Palace ; where ſhe was no ſwner come, 
but ſye was conducted into the great Hall, where was Dionyſius, 
Olivia, the Bing of Bohemia, and the Ring of Hungaria, with 
bis fair Mun Almida, the Pzmnce of Sparta, and his Siſter 
th: Lady Ifabella,with a number ot other Lozdg and Ladies; who 
vebolding the Damſel, marvelled what Peſſage ſhe had then 
b2ought : who being befoze the Ring, humblp reverencing per 
{elf upon ber knee, told him, that ſhe had a Peſſage to deliver 
mais the Pzinceſs Laurana : who being ſent foz.and come, the 
Daniel pzeſented her with a rich Scutcheon,wherem was pouz- 
. — wounded by Slaves,and a diſcription how ther 
— meth as dead with Poſs; @ underneath, bow oy ſaid 
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' Knight was found by a Gentleman, and carried co a cave,which 
was done in moſt exquiſite manner, 

- Laurana having a while viewed the ſame, and read the Uer- 
ſes underneath, delivered them unto the King ber Father, who 


koa her pams, aud referredthe answer into his Daughter; wha 
deür ed the Damſel te tell the Knight that ſent her thus, Tha: 
{ys did moſt willingip accept bim foz her Champion, willmg 
her to deliver unta him a Scarf, which ſhe requeſted him to wear 
for her ſake. The Mamſel, having received her anſwer and rich 
reward, departed. : 

Wen ſhe was gone, all the Court was comfozted by this Pel⸗ 
ſage, and pzepared to attire themſelves in their ſtatelieſt Nobes 
the next dap to diſcourage the enemp. The Wa nſel being re 
turned to Par iſmus, delivered the Meſſage Laurana had ſent him, 
and the Scarf which ſhe requeſted him to wear as her favour : 
which he kiſt andre-kift,becauſe it came from the moſt vertudi 
Miſtreſs ot his affection. _ 52 N 

The next day the Ring of Theſſaly, the King of Bohemia, te 
Ring of Hungaria, and the reſt, ſeated themſelves on the tak. 
fold; likewife Queen Olivia, the fair Mugn of Hungaria, and 
the beautiful Laurana, whoſe ſplendour ſo darknedall the reſt of 
the Ladtes, that ſhe ſ@med like Golden Cynthia amongſt the 
twinckling Stars, the Crimſon colour ſhining fo freſy in yer 
Cryſtall Chzks, and as Claret Wine and Pilk mixt together, 
being fo fair and comely, ſo vertuous and chaſte, ſo cour- 
teous and conſtant, ſo mild and mercifull, as that ſhe was no 
way to he equalled ; and pet bearing a mind lo far from gde, 
that He dia dained not the meaneſt per ſon in Theflaly;whole Pa- 
jeſtical and Royal perſon ſœmed a glogious Danament to ali the 
whole Aﬀembiy, |

them the perſian Contridiitaries : which when the Theſſilians

Lmean2 ſœing her expectation croſſed; began to doubt the 
wozr, waxing faint with inward grief, and the lively Red be⸗ 
gan fo fade m her Theeks; that ſhe had faln from the place where 
che fare, had ſhe not been revived with a ſudden ſhout the People 
made, who then eſpred the thz# Champions come galloping a- 
torg the Plarms; which ſo revived the abated hearts of the Theſ- 
fatians, that they ſ med like men newly raiſed from death to 
Ake. This ſudden rejoycing ſomewbat daunted the Perfians, be: 
tauſe they were befoze perſwaded that they ſhould have the Con⸗ 
queſt without Battell; withal they feared the Black Knight was 
amonaft them. 

By this time Pariſmus, Pollipus , and the Dut-law, were

ws all this while had his-Exes fixed on the — 
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Laurana, till ſuch time as Ming Dionyſus came down from bis 
Seat of State, and moſt kindly ſaluted him ; telling them ſmce it 
was their pleaſure to do him ſo much Honour as to become pis 
Comba tants, he would (ifit-pleaſed the Heavens to grant them 
the Uictozp)not be unminifull of their courtefie,noz ungzateful fo 
their pains. | | 
No ſconer was the Ring ſeated again, but the Trumpets-(ac: 
co2ding to the wonted manner) began to ſummon theſe Cham⸗ 
pions to the Battel. Pariſmus looking back upon Laurana, (as 
from thence he bad received his being) waved his Spear above 
bis. Pead;and-the Champions met with ſuch fury, that ſhivering 
their Lances into many pieces, they paſſed each other without 
any harm at all. Then dzawing their Swozds, Pariſmus encoun- 
tred Zoilus, Pollipus fought Brandor, and the Dut-law Ramon; 
detizeen whom began a moſt terrible Battel, that in ſhozt time 
their Armour flew in pieces, and the blood ran abundantly 
down from either party:in which moſt cruel fight they continued 
together foꝛ the ſpace of two hours. At laſt, Pariſmus being en: 
raged at the valour ot his Adverſary, and knowing that it was 
now no time of dalliance, becauſe he ſaw the'Dut-law begin to 
faint, aſſailed Zoilus ſo fiercelp, that he could ſcarcelp withſtand 
bis fury, and there had died by the unconquered Arm of Pariſ- 
mus, but that the Dut-law had received ſuch a wound by the hand 
of Ramon, that he fell down dead under his Pozſe, Which ſome- 
what refreſhed Zoilus, foz that Ramon, taking the advantage, 
alſo aſſailed Pariſmus; which put him to his uttermoſt ſhifts. At 
laſt ye eſpied a piece of Armour bzoken from Ramon's Arm; in 
which place he gave him ſuch a thzuſt, that he let his Yoaſereins' 
fall, c bis Bozſe being at libertp ran diſozderlp about the Lifts..: - 
Zoilus in the mean time being well refreſhed with the aid of Ra · 
mon, ftrook ſuch a fozcible blow at Pariſmus, that it pierced the 
Armour on his left Arm, a lighted ſo full on his Thigh, that be 
was moſt grievouſly wounded. Which blow turned Pariſmus ſen⸗ 
les to ſuch fury, that with ali bis fozce ſtriking at Zoilus, pe 
Cmote him on the Head with ſuch fury, that he fell down from hit 
le. At which blow all the Field ſhonted, and Pariſmus

All this while the other twa Champions continued combating 
each other moſt bzauely, and with great commendation; but is 
the diſadvantage ot Brandor, who was mighty firong, and a big- 
von d Knight ; who firook his blows with ſuch fozce, that han 
not Pollipus ntmbly auaided them, hecauld not haue withſtood 
him, At laſt Pollipus, having eſpied his advantage, thzuſt at 
him with ſuch fozce, that his Sword lighting on a baoken place 
of his Armour pierced him quite thzough the body, that pt ditd 
tmmediately. EY 

By this time Ramon had recovered his ſenſes, and ſæing Pa- 
riſmus to habe vanqurſyed Zoilus, àſſailed him, weaponleſs as he 
was, and wounded him in two oz tha places. But ſon Patiſmus 
got within him, claſping him in his Arms, and with main fozce 
th2ew him out of his Saddle, and in the fall he bzoke bis Shout: 
der,whereof he died. Whereupon the whole Aſembly gave ſuch 
another ſhout, that the Earth ſæmed to ſhake. | 

The Theſſalian Potentates pzefently roſe from their Seats, 
«conducted the Combatants with all ſolemnity unto a rich Pa⸗ 
vil ton, eretted onely for the ſame purpoſe : where they were no 
ſooner arrived, but the Uing moſt lovingly embzaced them in 
þis arms, and with many courteſtes thanked them foz their 
pains ; defiring them to unarm themſelves, that the Pbyſictans 
mightſearch their wounds. Which they refuſed to do, untill the 
Conditions and tovenants of the Combat were perfozmedby the 
Pergan King : who hearing their Juſt requeſt, could not in 
that Koyal Aﬀembly ſo much diſhonour himſelf as to baeak his 
wozd,but pzeſentiy gave oꝛder that all his Forces ſhould be re- 
mobed. And call ing unto him his Son Sicanus, be commanded 


him upon his Duty and Keverence be boze him, to confeſs the 


certainty indeed, whether he, oz any by his pzocurement, had 
flain Pariſmus. | |

And here J ftaiud to paoue it againſt the, that like a Mil 
lain and a Tzaitour thou didſt this ded, in whole behalf J dare 
the to the Combat. And fogaſmuch as thou thinke& that Pariſ- 
mus had no friends to maintain pis juſt quarrel, Jcbarge. the 
as thou art a Anigbt, and ponoureſt Arms, not to refuſe the 
Combat. This Challenge Sicanus accepted in great rage, and 
paeſently went to arm pimſeik, thinking that he might be eafily 
obercome, by reaſon he was fo grievouſlp wounded. Do whice 
Dionyſius-andthe Ring of Bohemia cuuld, pet Pariſmus ſtill de⸗ 
manded the Combat of Sicanus ʒ whoſe conſtaney and reſolutien 
they wondꝛed at, and the whole Ae ably were ſo deſirous at bis 
Conqueſt, that all applauded and extolled his honourable xe- 
folution. 

Laurana ſœing per Champion ready to undertake a freſy Bat 
tel, came to bim, and gave him peartp thanks faz his pains ta- 
ken in her behalt, and deüred him to deſiſt the Combat, fas that it 
might much endanger his perſon, Pariſmus allighting from his 
Pozſe kift her Pand ; the very touch whereof rebiwed his Senſts 
with ſuch jop, that he told her, That if it were her pleaſure Pa- 
riſmus w2ong ſhould go unrevenged, he would deſiſt; otberwiſe, 
being vowed her poz Umight, he weuld either at that inſtant 
make Sicanus ronfeſs his Treaſon; oz ſpend his laſt batath in 
purſuit of the quarrel :and theretoʒe he moſt humbly craved her 
pardon. | = 

The Pꝛinceſs all the time he talked to her noted him with a 

curious Eye; and though he were much altered, ard changed his 
boice as cunningly as might be, yet che demed it like the vorce 
of her dear Pariſmus : which ſhe was rather enduced unto, foz 
that ſheeſpied a Ring on his Mmger which che bad befoze given 
unto bim: which daave her into ſuch un agonp hetwern hope and 
deſpair, that had not her Father and man others been by, he 
bad then reſolved ber ſeifof thatdoubt :wherewith,andwiththe -- 
ſightofthe blood that iſſued out of his wounds, fhe EN 4 
mward 
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vercome with a tender regard of hs eſtate. But pzeſently (ag all 

the Aſſembip thought) Sicanus mounted on his Poaſe; fo Pariſmus 

mounting on his, took bis leave of Laurana, and riding towards 

- bis Adverſary,began to unbuckle his white Armour, which was 

So artificially made, that it was but a caſe to bis Armour under: 

neath:which was no ſconer off, but he was known to be the Black 

Knight that had fought ſo valtantly in the bepalt ot Theſſaly, and 

bad flain in ſeveral combats an incredible multitude of Perſians: 

which fo amazed the eyes ol the beholders, that they all allotted 
him the Conqueſt befoze that he began the Combat. 

The Black Knightat the firſt encounter bzoke two of the 
Combatants Ribs: and in ſhozt ſpace with fozcible blows be 
beat him off his Yozſe,and alighted to have parted his bead from 
bis Shoulders. Put the Perſian King,ſeing his Son in that peri], 
ran from his Seat, and defired the Black Knight to ſpare his 
lite: which when be had obtained, be unlaced his Pelmet,to give 
bim bzeath ; and found that it was not Sicanus, but another 
Knight that Sicanus had hired in bis ſtead, foz that himſelfdurſt 
not met ſo valiant a Knight band to hand. Which the Black 
Knight 3888 great rage would have flam him, but pe 
was diſſuaded by Pollipus. 

- This cowardly jeſt was ſo odious, that afterwards Sicanus 
was accounted the unwoꝛthleſt Knight living;but being of a baſe 
diſpoſition, be nothing regarded the ſame.

Diony ſius and Olivia ſeing him, welcomed him with a thou- 
ſand bearty welcomes, and the whole Court was filled with jop 
to hearof his return. The Ring of Perſia likewiſe and all the 
reſt of his .* unto him, and defired him to remit all diſ⸗ 
content that had paſt betwen them, foz that now they did re⸗ 
pent them foz the irjury they had done him. The like honour was 
uſed to Pollipus. All admiring the wonderful vertuesof Pariſmus, 
and recounting the famous acts he had done, ſæmed to be rabiſht 
in mind with joy that it was he that had ſo honourably defended 
pimteif againſt alt that did combat with bim. Afterwards 
they were ſeated at a moſt Royal Feaſt, where Pariſmus befoze 
the Ringspzeſence rebearſed the whole truth ot Sicanus Treaſon 
againſt him, and bow he was pzeſerved, and how ever fince he 
bad lived in ye Woods in a Cave anongft certain Dutlaws, 
and alſo how he came bp the Black Armour.

Then iſſued out of the Caſtle 
two mighty huge pzopoztioned Monſters, ſæ ming rather to be 
ils then natural men, who aſſailed theſe two wozthy unigyts 
ith fuch fury, that had they not nimbly avoided their blowes

then at their pleaſure)that they.camehaſiily- running to behold 
rheſe two wozthp Knights, who were then entring the Caſtle, 
and na ſconer came into the inner Court but ther beheld tbe ra- 
reſt buildings that ever they had en. 

They had not ſt aped long but they eſpped Bellona coming to⸗ 
wards them, whom they thought to be ſome Mugen impziſoned 
in that Cafile, foʒ ſhe woze on her Mead an Imperial Diadem, 
who with her Sozceries ſo bewitched their Senſes, that imme- 
d'ately they fell into a dead and ſound flxp;-and:pzeſently the 
commanded them to be conveyed into a ſtrong ꝛ iſon, and there;

Iconius having left Angelica with Anna, came amongſt the 
re ſt of his company, who had ben once men of god Eſtimation, 
but by fickle Foztune were d2iven'to live there, and had conti⸗ 
nued there fo2 ſeveral years, where they were as far from being 
difcavered, as if they had not been, keping themſelves very 


cloſe, fo2 they knew both Court and City. would be in an upꝛoꝛe 
fo2 Angelica's abſence, by which means the diligent ſearch that 


was made was. all in vain ; fo2 divers Knights had paſſed over 


the Cave, .but couldnot diſcern the ſame, the entrances there⸗ 
ts was ſo Artificially contrived, neither was there any Path to 
be ſeen, fo2 1conius living in continual fear of his life was care- : 


ful thereof, 


Pariſmenos continued all that night in the Defart, ſometimes 


reſting himſelf,and ſometimes going up and down,meeting with 


many furious Beaſts, and heard the ſtrange Notes of ſeveral 
Birds that flie ab2oad only in the night; uttering to himſelf ma⸗ 
ny complaints and bitter ſigh, both foz his own and Angelica's 


misfoztune : Again, he marvelled what they ſhould be that had 
reſcued her from Irus ; but moſt of all, could not imagine unto 


what ſecret place they could-ſo ſuddenly convey her, finding ſo 


many cauſes of care, and ſo little hope to find her, either by 
dap oz night, Me wandzed towards the Court as one careleſs , 
not caring what he did, o2 Whither he went, letting his Yozſe 
hang down his Bead as he would, ſo that he ſeemed to pertake 


in his Riders ſozrow, and being come to the Court he was kind- 


"Apentertained by all. 


Marcellus and Remulus ufed all the means that might be to 
camlozt him, but it nothing pzevitled, being now a ſtrange al⸗ 
alen tat Court ; foz the Antghts that had pzepared fares 

nitures

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nitures to adozn the Medding, now put on Pourning ; The 
Ladies that befoze rejopced , now fell to weeping ; The Citi- 
zens whoſe Mearts were filled full with delight, were now 
become penſive; The great pzeparation Which was making 
now ftod-at a ſtap, none caring whether it went backwards 92 
fozwards, and all things in ſuch confuſed alteration, as though 
they had been turned upſide down, that even the meaner ſo2t of 
people that take delight in ſ&ing ſhowes, were grie ved to be ſru- 
ſtrated of their deſire. | 
In this ſozt they continued many dapes,being void of all hope, 
but only to hear ſome welcome news by ſuch Knights as were 
gone in ſearch of Angelica, whoſe diligence they knew would be 
great in that behalf; but many dayes continued Angelica in 
that Deſart very dangerouſly ſick,ſo that Anna thought the could 
by no means eſcape, | 
Pariſmenos likewiſe ſtaid in the Nitolian Court untill all the 
Knights that went in ſearch of her were returned without news 
of her, which d2ove him into new conceits and thoughts what to 
do; foꝛ his care foz2 her abſence, and fear never to ſe het again, 
made him weary of all company, and weary of the Court, which 
ſeemed no other to him then a place of diſcontent, and the ſight. 
of ſome of their mirth increaſed his grief, that he reſolved to 
leave the Court, and ſpend his time in ſome ſolitary place, there- 
foze finding an oppoztunity, he armed himſelf in a Parry Ar⸗ 
mour, and in a dark evening ſecretly left the Court, and went 
directly towards the Deſart. | 
' Whenhe had ben gone the ſpace of four hours he was mist, 
foꝛ whole abſence great ſozrow was made; and the nert day 
many of the Knights went in ſearch of him, from whom he le⸗ 
cretly ſhʒouded himſelf, and ſaw ſome of them, but had they ſeen: 
would not have known him. 
Many dayes being paſt in his ſearch, they were all out of com- 


foꝛt to find him allo, eſpecially the Paince his Father remain! d 


very fad, but yet they all conceived hopes of his ſafety, although 
they knew not where he was, aſſuring themſelves that he abſens 
fed himſelf voluntarily. | 


Within few dapes after, there arrived certain Knights, who. 
| bought * 
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020ught Letters ont of Bohemia unto the Patnce, which certi⸗ 
fic him that the King his Father wag very ſick, and not likely 
to live long, thereſoꝛe deũred him to return, which cauſed Pariſ- 
mus to leave the Getulian Court, giving Daver to Pollipus to 
march away with the Bohemian Soaldiers, being very unwil⸗ 
Ung to leave his Son behind him, but becaule he kntwthere was 
no remedy fo2 the leaſt of thoſe evils, he tok his farewel of the 


reſt, accompanied by sicheus ( ftrft having let Irus depart, and 


fo2aiving him his offence ) he alſo left the Court, leaving Mar- 
cellus very penſive fo2 his abſence: And afterwards Marcellus 
let the ing of Tunis go fr& upon certain conditions agreed be- 
twen them: Remulus being fozry foz Pariſmenos and Anzeli- 
ca*s misfoztume, departed towards Thrace, and Camillus and 
Santodelodoro to their own Countries. 

Within few dapes alter, Marcellus was with great ſolem- 
nity married to Dulcia, the pꝛeparattons being glazious to be⸗ 
hold, but yet it was ſo darkned by the abſence of Pariſmenos and 
Angelica, and the reſt of the States that were ſolately aſſembled, 
that it ſeemed like joy and mourning intermingled, 

tus being departed from the Geculian Court, glad of his own 
ſafety, faz that he befoze feared his life, but pet was fill arieved 
that he was ſo difappointed of Angelica; by the wap as he did 
go towards his own Country, being unaccompanied, he entred 
the Deſart, his mind being dzawn to a deſire to ſ& the place 
where he loſt her, near unto which Pariſmenos remained, who 
el pying Irus p2eſently knew him, and thinking that he had eſca- 
ped from the Geculian Court by ſtealth, thought now to be fully 
revenged on hien, foz that he alone had by his freacherp troſt his 
only intended happineſs, that rouſing himſelf he went toward 
Irus, who likewiſe was on ft, fo2 that he could not enter the 
Mod on Yozſeback, dzawing his Swozd without ſpeaking a 
woꝛd, ſtruck at him, pet, though it lighted upon his Armour, the 
fa2ce thereof. b2niſed. his fle{h ; Irus being enraged therewith ; 
dee w his Dwo2d, between whom began a fierce combat, which 
tontinued a god ſpace, untill Icus had reteibed ſome grievous 
Wounds, and marvelling at his Enemies valour, he fatd thus 


unto him: | 
; Knight, 
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' Knight, who art thou that oſtereſt me this outrage ? J know 
ther not; neither have J ofended thee. 

Jam, quoth he, Pariſmenos, the greateſt Enemy thou hatt, 
and do ſo moztally hate the, that J will have thy life betaze 5 
depart; with that be aſſailed him moſt furiouſtly, and gave him 
ſuch der y wounds, that with much e tuſion of blod he fell down at 
his feet fo2 dead. 

He had no ſaner b2ought him to the ground, but he eſpped one 

at the Woods ſide,. to whom he ſaid: Knight, who art thou 2 

The Knight looking back, [@ing his Sword bloody, and his Ar⸗ 

mour battered, ſeming to have come from ſome great skirmiſh, 

and diſdaining to be ſo peremtorily examined of him, anſwered, 

on is that to thee 2 Tell me who thou art that examine t me 
n tht 2 

Pariſmenos being enraged exceedingly with the ſmart of ſome 
wound he had received, ſaid, J am one that will kn who thou 
art defoze J leave thee, and with that Eruck at him 2 The nt. 
p2elently dꝛew his Swoꝛd to revenge that blow, but was ſo fac 
unable to withſtand Pariſmenos, that he was ſoon vanquithed,. 
bat he ſtriking another blow at him, hit him juſt where his Ar⸗ 
mour was bꝛoken, the fozce whereof pierced his Heart, and he 
fell down dead, which done, Pariſmenos pulled off his Helmet 
to fee if he knew him, but he knew him not, whereupon he 
de parted. | 

Fir Dube Iconĩus hearing the noiſe of claſhing of Armour, be⸗ 
ing then ab2oad,- dzew toward the place where Icus lay gaſping 
fo2zb2eath, whom he pꝛeſently knew to be the ſame Knight from 
whom he had taken Angelica, and unlacing his Helmet to give 
him air, knew him to be his dear friend Irus, fo2 whoſe ſake he 
was baniſhed : ſotaking him up, he carried him ta his Cave with. 
great diligence, labouring to revive hun, which by his care did at: 
length attain to, 

As ſoon as Anna beheld this Knight bought in, the p2eſently 
knew him by his Armour to be the ſame that had taken her Pi- 
{freſs aud ſhe out of the Temple, and ſecretly enquiring of the 
Knight bis name, they all made anſwer, They knew him not, 
(Foz indeed none but. Iconius knew him: ) But Angelica being 
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ſcmewhat better recovered, Anna told her what ſhe had ſeen, ſap⸗ 
ing ſhe could not learn his name, 

Oh Anna, queth ſhe, never enquire his name, but view him 
well, and thou ſhalt lon find him to be the Ring of Tunis ;-fo2 
didſt thou not hear him ſay he was of Tunis when Iconius tok 
me from him: being much moze miſerable by his appzoach, foz 
Icoraus and he are of ſuch familiaritp, that whereas befoze 3 
had almoſt won his conſent to carry me to the Gerulian Court, 
J am now out of all comfozt of that, - foz Irus will rather ſ&k to 
convey me into Tunis, ſo that now J fear me J ſhall never ſe& 
my beloved Knight again, but muſt be ſubject to his diſpoſition, 
who, J know, accoꝛding to his Barbarous Nature will uſe me 
badly, that J know not what to do ( Anna) in this extremitp, 
but rather then J will ſubmit my ſelf to his will, J will be the 
Erecutioner of my own death, and tear my Heart from fozth 
my fronbled 1B2eaff. 

Anna then comfozted her by many perſwaſions, putting her in 
god hopes in the end to attain a happy ifſue to all theſe unfoztu? 
nate events, | 

After that Pariſmenos had lain the Knight, be returned a- 
gain to the place where he left Icue, but found him not, which 

made him wonder what was become of him, thinking that he had 
recovered himſelf and ſo fled: Again, being weary, and ſome- 
what wounded, he got to his ſecret covert to reſt himſelf, deter⸗ 
mining there toſpend the remnant of his life, where he continu- 
ed many dayes: in which time Irus remaining with Iconius in 


the Cave, had recovered his Health, and knew him to be one of 


the chiefeſt that had befoze endangered his life by taking Ange- 
lica from him, and at lengthknew him tobe his old friend Ico- 
nius, fo2 which he had now made amends in bꝛinging him to his 
Cave that was likely to periſh, that having recovered his perfect 
Senles, Be uttered theſe ſpeeches : 

Hol foꝛtun ate am J, god Iconiu?, to fall info pour Hands: 
that otherwiſe could not have ſurvived ; have long ſince heard 
of pour baniſhment from the Gerulian Court only fo2 my ſake, 
and heard how ffrictly King Maximus ſonght pour life, which be⸗ 
ing coms to my knowledge, J ſought diligently to find pon — 
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with intent to have carried you into Tunis, but tince ce 3 have io 
Vappilp found you, and have mach msze cauſe to love pou, let 
me entreat pou to leave this Ocſart, and depart with me to Tu- 
nis, where J will p2efer pon to Higher Dignity then ever pou 
had in Cetulis. 

J humbly thank you ( replyed Iconius) but J marvel what 
miladventure hath bzought pou into this Countrp, eſpecially 
in this place. J will, ſaid Irue, tell the the truth of all, Then 
he declared unto him haw he had taken Angelica out of Hymens 
Zemple, and how ſhe was reſcued from bim; declaring all that 
he knew of the Eſtate of Getulia, and how long ſince he depar- 
ted from that Court, and how he met with a Knight in the De⸗ 
lart that had almoſt lain him. 

Iconius hearing him relate theſe Adventares, laid: Pardon 
me, noble Irus, foz it was my ſelf tok the Lady Angelica from 
you, not knowing who you were, who now remains within 
this Cave. 

Mp dear friend, quoth Irus, was it pou that tok Angelica 
from me: How came it to paſs that you knew me not, no2 1 
you 2 Vow happy and Foztunate may J be, if you continue my 
fatthful friend as Hzretofo2s you have bien, by letting me enjoy 
Angelica's pzeſence 2? 

Dy Lo2d, ſatd Iconius, J have net foꝛgotten mp fo2mer lov? 
to pou, and none but your ſelf ſhall have the cuſtodp of Angelica, 
fo2 none hath ſo well deſerved her, o2 is wozthy of her, but P82 ; L 
therefoꝛe vouchſafe to follow my counſel, which is this: 
not at ſteſt motion pour fo2mer love unto her, but uſe her As: ct; 
vily, and fo2 a while diſlemble the extremity of pour paſſton ; 
fo2 I perceive the is deeply enthzalled to the Bohemian Knight, 
and to make any other love to her at firſt, will the moꝛe encreaſe 
her affection, but when ſhe is without hope of finding him again; 
ſhe will ſon alter her mind ( foz womens afections are vari- 
dug.) Irus then told him, he liked. his counſel exceeding well; 
w'thal, returned him hearts thanks foz the friendſhip he had re⸗ 
ceived at his Hands. 

[conius being departed from Irus, went p2eſently to Angel'ct, 

ons he found pen whereapon mn tok oceaſion to ſay, A1- 
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gelica, 4 much marvel why you tome it pour tel? with theſe 
grie e, when you d& pour lelf in last ty, and ot of danger, have x 
ret deſerved no better opinion at your Hands that have ben ſo 
careful of pour health and ſafety : I beſeech pou abanzon this 
pour ſadneſs, and contain fome quiet, which 3 ſe is ready to 
overcome peu, | 

IaConius ( qucth ſhe ) what Heart oppꝛeſt with ſo many cares, 
and verations as J have endured, could refrain from aricf 2 


TUhat eyes that have beheld ſuch cruelty can abſtain from ſhed⸗ 


ding infinite floods or lalt tears? What Creature ſubject to this 
miſerp.could contain her ſelf within the boands of Reaſon 2 and 


now. all theſe are hapned, and ſo many occaſions of diſcontent 


concurred together, pet in the midſt, one miſchief greater then 
all the reſt hath befaln me: Is net Itcus that cruel King of Tu- 
nis within this Cave, my great enemy, mp living foe, who was 
the, cauſe of my firſt bꝛinging hither, your p2ofeſſed friend? to 


Wwhoſe-counſel you will ſoner pield, then perfo2zm pour p2omiſe - 


to me paſt, which was to.convey me to the Court, but if pou re- 
main conſfant, then J have the leſs caule to fear Irus, but if yon 
corfteſcend. to be ruled by his wicked perſwaſion, then J know 
my grict will be lengthened. 

Iconius hearing her ſpeeches, thought it beſt to flatter her, and 
therefoze made thisanſwer : Pap, Lady, cab away: ſuch fear,foz 
none ſhall ſo much over-rule, me. as to make me falſiſte my pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, neither do J think he is of any ſuch. diſpoſition , but if he 
br J care not, foꝛ what J have pꝛemiſed J will undoubtedly per⸗ 
fozm, and would have done it befoze now, but that foꝛ fear of 
endangering pour Health. 

Manp other Speeches paſt between them, till at laſt Iconius 
left her, and going to Irus told him all that had paſt between 
Angelica and him, who by Irus counſel diſſembled his affection ; 
and though he were often in Angelica's company, He made no 
ſhew of ſuch carneſt love, pet carelefiy. would make recital of his 
fozmer Devotians, which he ſo cunningly dilſembled, that Ange- 
Hca began to reſt in aſſurance of Iconius fidelity, and Yoping 
that Irus had giben over his het love, began to gather maze com⸗ 
fazt to hex abated Spirits, and by. reaſon of theſe troubles — 
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had paſt, and her late ſickneſs, was bzought into a weak condis 
tion, and many dapes it was befoze the reconeced her Pealth, 
the which Iconius thought a god excuſe to fruſtrate her deſire 
from departing, - = | 

Patiſmenos all this while wandzed up and down the Deſatt, 
living upon nothing but wild fruit, having: no other Lodgiag 
but the cold Garth, that the Hair which then began to bud, had 
with negligent care covered ſome part of his face, which was 
grown to a great length, and his complexion ſo much altered, 
that thoſe with whom he was moſt familiar, could hardly have 
known him. | 8 

Now whil'f he remained in this untrequented Delart, he had 
at ſeveral times met with many of Iconius his Tonſozs, and 
lain them,becauſe they refuſed to pield to him, and denyed to tell 
him what they were, having taken an Dath ( vowed to Iconius 
befo2e ) not to diſcover his Habitation, which they Religionfily 
kept, though in other matters they obſerved no civility : at lag 
he met with another of his fellows, whom he aſſailed, and ſ@on 
bꝛought in danger of his life, but he being of a nioze Cowardly 
diſpoſition then the reſt fled, and with much ado eſcaped; and 
coming to Iconius told him what he had ſeen, and how he had met 
with a ſtrange Knight (oz rather a Savage man) that Haunted 
the Deſart, who had almoſt lain him, What Armour had he on 
( ſaid Iconius > ) J cannot tell; ſaid the Knight, fos it is (6 o⸗ 
ver wozn, bꝛuiled and battered , that neither the colour, noz any 
thing elſe is perceivable, Alluredlp, replyed Iconius, that is 
the night that hath ſlain ſo many of our company, which we 
have found dead, which makes me think he is ſome dilkrellen 
man, 92 baniſhed as my ſelf is, in regard whereof J pity him 
and could with that he were amongſt us, which peradventurk 
would being comfozt to him. 

Manp other ſpeeches they had of him, being pet of no mind 
to ſeek him out, which Iconius determined to do afterwards : 
And thus continued Irus conſulting with Iconius How ta win 
Angelica's favour, Angelica. like wile reſted in hope that Icontis 
would convey her to the Getulian Conrt , and Pariſmenos tortts 
nued fill in the Delart. 7H 
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How treacherouſly Irus uſed Angelica, and how be was murther. 
ed by Anza: How Pariſmenes artived at Iconius's Cave, where 
he reſcued Ana from a moſt violent deach; and of other ac- 
cidents that befel. 


W 90 Des Ir terwards when Angelica had fully rece- 
FA N LIED vered her Health, then Irus thought the time 
bett ſerved to inſinuate himſelf into her fa- 
aur, fo2 the ficrce flames of his ino2dinate 
J Aﬀection did begin to boil in his foul bzeaſt: 
. But by I-onius Tounſel he would often fre⸗ 
* ESE SING = quent her company, nap, and in fuch loꝛt, as 
— that he ſeemed to pity her, and would often- 
5 times Aer into diſcourſe of great penitence, foz outrage com⸗ 
1 mitted againſt her, but in the end would alwapes crave her god 
N opinton of him. 

This behaviour he uſed ſq long, that Angelica began to con- 
ceive very well of him, and to remit ſome part of her conceived 
diſpleaſure, thinking that now he had given over his fozmer ſuit, 
and many times Iconius and all the reff of his company, being 
out of the Cave,left Irus alone with Angelica, who behaved him- 

R felf in ſuch decent ſozt, and with ſuch kind behaviour towards 
her in all things, that ſhe thought certainly he had abandoned 
his late-incivility. 
| Afterwards it hapned that upon a time when Iconius- was in 
'*+ conference with Icus, he eſpyed one of his Aſſociates come in grie⸗ 
bouſly wounded, to whom he declared how he had met with a 
range Knight that aTailed Him ſo. violently that he could hard- 
I eſcape with life. 
Iconius hearing his ſpeches, was greatly troubled in mind 
to know what he ſhonld be, that within ſome th2e daves alter, 
Ius pꝛivy to his intent, he went out of the Cave accome | 
panied i by all the reſt of his feliowvg ta ſeek him, leaving Icus in . 
the Cave, who, after Icomus depa! ture, ſeated Himſelf down in a I 
melancholy fudy,; thinking himſelf to fooliſh to tive ſo long in 
the fight of Angelic?, without hope of her favour; and allo began 


to 
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to peiſwade him that 1conius had ſome other intent then hz 
made ſhew of, which might diſappoint him of obtaining her 
L.ve, recalling to his ſecret view her Divine imperkectione, that 
verp thought inflamed his wicked Weart with ſuch deſire, that he 
burſt foꝛth into hot Luſt, whereupon he p2eſently went unto the 
place where ſhe was, who expected no other p2offer of behaviour, 
but the ſame he had befo2e aſed, ſuTertng him toſit down by her, 
and entred into diſcourſe with him as fozmerlp ſhe ha d done; 
but he having his mind continually meditating how to ſatisfte 
his deſire, beheld her cx:eding beauty with a grerdy Type, and 
devoured the ſame with ſuch an Appetite, that it augmented his 
Atection, and ſet on fire his new intended p.urpoſe, which was to 
attain the poſſeſſion of her perſon and conqueſt of her love, that 
ſeizing his Hand upon hers, graſping the ſame ſometime ftrictly, 
and then again playing with her long fingers, firing his Epes 


upon her, and making a ſad ſigh a. P2ologue to his Spxch, he

When he had ended theſe ſpeches, Having her Hand yet in 

his, he embzaced her in his arms, and foꝛced from her a kiſs, but 
the being vered thereat, ſuddenly ſtarted from him, and would 
have departed the Rom, but he being armed with tmpudence , 
held her by violence and b2ought her back, wherenpon bluſhing 
exceedingly, the ſaid : 

Icus, if ever thou expect favour at my Bands deſiſt, and ſeek 
not to obtain my love by violence, fo2 if you do, 1 will ſoner 
tear my Heart in pieces, then conſent to your will; therefoze 

if there be either Uertue, Yumanity, gad Natare oz Love in 
. pour, fozbear this rudeneſs. 

But he having began his immoderate Luft urged him to pꝛo⸗ 
c&d, uſing ſuch uncivil behaviour, that her ſh2ieks were heard 
all the Cave over, which cauſed Anna to tome running in, who 
ſeeing her Miſtrels ſo roughly handled, nſed all the means ſhe 

could to reſcue her, and pꝛeſerde her Yonour, which having done, 
Angelica with weeping eyes, and weinging her Hands, falling 
on her knees, uttered theſe ſperches: |
